Development Bank of India, made the following amcnc^ents 
to the Regulation Nos. 4, 9 and 13 of the Industrial Finance 
Corporation of India Employees’ Provident Fund Regula¬ 
tions :— 

REGULATION : 4 

In this Regulation, for the figure and words “30th June” and 
“31st October" the figure and words “31st March” and “31rt 
July", respectively shall be substituted. 

REGULATION ; 9 

In this Regulation, for the figure and words “30th Juno” and 
“31st December” the figures and words “31st March" and 
“30th September”, respectively shall be substituted. 

REGULATION : 13 

ITie existing Regulation shall be deleted and substituted by 
the following i— 

“Interest on all sums standing in the books of the Fund 
to the cre^t of a subscriber shall cease to acente on the 
expiry of a period of six months from :— 

(a) the day on which he leaves the service of the Cor¬ 
poration, or 

(b) if he leaves the service of the Corporation on the 
expiry of any period of leave, commencing from or 
after the date on which he would have retired from 
the service of the Corporation but for such leave, or 
dies during such period of leave, day on which such 
period of leave commences, or

which the said sums are or any portion thereof 
is authorised to be disbursed, or as the case may

Provided further that even after the expiry of the period 
of six months referred to above, the Corporation, may, 
in its absolute discretion and without being under an 
obligation so to do, allow interest on sums standing in 
the books of the Fund to the credit of a subscriber, for 
a further period not exceeding one year, if the Corpora¬ 
tion is satisfied that the non-payment of such sums to the 
subscriber or his nominee or nominees, or legal represen- 
tativcfl, as the case may be, is not due to any dci^ult or 
lapse on the part of the subscriber, or his nominee or 
nominees or legal representatives, as the case may be”.

(As Amended up to the 17th March, 1989) 

In exercise of the power conferred by section 43 of the 
Induurtrial Finance Corporation Act, 1948 (XV of 1948)* 
the Board after consultation with the Reserve Bank and 
with the previous sanction of the Central Government, 
hereby makes the following regulations, which shall bo 
known as the Industrial Finance Corporation of India 
Employees’ Provident Fund Regulations, 1948 ; 

1. Constitution 

A Fund shall be created called “The Industrial Finance 
Corporation of India Employees’ Provident Fund”. 

2. Administration 

The Fund shall be held by the Con^ration and shaft bo 
administered by a committee of Administrators consisting 
of the Chairman, three other Directors nominated by 
the Board, one Executive Director/General Manager and 
3 persons one of whom shall represent the ofilcers, the 
second the clerical and the third the staff in the subordinate 
service, all the four to be nominated by the Chairman. 
Without prejudice to the specific powers conferred on 
them under the various Regulations, the Administrators of 
the Fimd shall be entitled to exercise aft powers and to do 
aft acts and things on behalf of the Fund under these Regu¬ 
lations. 

3* Meetings of the Administrators 

At every meeting of the Admlnistratora, ^e (Chairman or 
in his absence a Director authorised by him in writing in 
this behalf shall preside. The presence of at least three 
Administrators oi whom one shall be the Chairman of 
the Director authorised by him in writing shall be necessary 
to form a quorum for the transaction of business. Each 
Administrator shall have one vote and in aft cases of an 
equal division, the Chairman shaft have a casting vote, 

4. Statement of Accounts 

The Accounts of the Fhnd shall be mode up yearly aa at 
the 31 at March and an audited statement of the accounts 
as at that date will be submitted to a meeting of the 
Administrators by 31st July or such later date as may hC 
permitted W the administrators in every year and a copy 
of such statement shall be made available to the subscri^re 
at each office and branch os iwxm as may be possiWe 
after such meeting. 
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5, Membership for whom compulsory 

(i) Every permanent employe© of the Corporation 
shall be bound to subscribe to the Fund. 

(ii) An employee appointed on probation to a post In 
which, if confirmed, he will become a permanent 
employee shall be deemed to be a permanent 
employee for the purpose of these Regulations 
from the date of his first appointment. 

(iii) fa) A temporary employee, other than an em^ 

ployee who is already subscribing to some- 
other provident fund, may subscribe to the 
Fund, if so permitted by the Administrators. 

(b) Any other person in receipt Of other tlmn 
casual remuneration from the Corporation 
may also subscribe to the Fund, if so permit¬ 
ted by the Administrators : 

Provided that where any sum is standing to the credit of 
su<di person in the F\md and has become payable to him 
by reason of the provisions of Regulation 14, such si^ 
may in exceptional cases. If so permitted by the Adminis¬ 
trators, continue to stand to his credit in the Fund for 
Rich time ns ho is in receipt of other than camial re^ 
rauneration from the Cbrporatlon, and interest shall, not¬ 
withstanding anything contained in Regulation 13, accrue 
on such ^um. 

5A. Any employee required or permitted under Regula¬ 
tion 5 to subscribe to the Fund, if permitted by the 
Adrainiatrators to do so, pay to his cr^it in thd Fund any 
amount granted to him by his former employer or em¬ 
ployers by way, or in lieu of retirement benefits in 
respect of his service under such employer or employers; 

Provided that the Corporation shxill not be required to 
maXe any^ contribution in respect of any amount so paid 
into the Fund. 

6. Rutf^ of Subscription 

Tire subscriber shall subscribe monthly to the Fund from 
the date on which he commences to subscribe, at the 
minimum rate of 10% of his pay. 

Such subscription shall be deducted by the Corporation 
from the pay payable to the subscriber every month in 
amounts calculated to the nearest half rupee. The Cor¬ 
poration's contributions will remain fixed as provided 
by Regulation 8 below. Tbo mte once fixed, including the 
rate of additional subscription, if any, shall remain unaltered 
throughout one year thereafter. 

7. Subscription of subscriber on leave 

(1) Every subscriber shall subscribe to the Fund when 
on duty or foreign service but not during a period of eu»- 
pension. 

Provided that a subscriber on re-instatement after a 
period passed under suspension shall be allowed the option 
of paying in one sum, or in instalments, any sum not ex¬ 
ceeding the maximum amount of arrears of subscriptions 
permissible for that period. 

(2) A subscriber may at his option, not subscribe during 
l^v© which either does not carry any leave salary or 
Carries leave salary equal to or less than half pay or half 
average pay. 

(3) The subscriber shall intimate his election not to 
subscribe during the leave referred to in sub-regulation (2) 
by written Communication to the oflficcr responsible for 
payiiig. him, before he proceeds on leave. Failure to make 
due and iiftTdly intimation shall be deemed to constitute 
nil * election ' to subscriber. The option of a subscriber 
intiiTjatccF under this siib'Tegulatlon shall be final. 

8: Corporation's' contribution " 

5Jame as otherwise provided in these Regulations, the 
Corpi^ration shall contribute every month, a sum equal to 


10% of the pay of the this subscriber, to his account 
in the Fund, 

Provided that no such contribution shall be made by the 
Corporation in respect of subscribers who have been 
permitted to subscribe under sub-regulation (ill) of Regula¬ 
tion 5, Provided further that nothing in the foregoing 
proviso shall apply to a subscriber whose contract of em¬ 
ployment pi'ovides specially for payment of contributions by 
the Corporation and the conditions governing such payment. 

Provided also that in the case of a temporary employee 
subscribing under Sub-regulation fill) of Regulation 5, who 
is subsequently taken into the permanent employment of 
the Corporation, the Corporation shall contribute, on the 
employee being made permanent, a sum equal to the amount 
subscribed by him during his temporary service. 

Provided further that in respect of a subscriber who has 
been permitted to subscribe under clause {b) of sub-refiida~ 
tion (HI) of Regulation 5, the Corporation shall be liable to 
make contributions only if the conditions of service of such 
subscriber provide for the Corporation making such con¬ 
tribution, 

Explamtlon : For purposes of this Regulation and Regu¬ 
lation 6, '*i>ay” shall mean the amount drawn by an em¬ 
ployee as :— 

(i) pay which has been sanctioned for a post held 
by him substantively or in officiating capacity, or 
which he is entitled by reasons of his position in 
a cadre; 

(ii) overseas pay, special pay and personal pay; 

(iii) any other emoluments which may be specially 
classed as pay by the Board- 

9. Interest 

The Corporation shall credit Interest on the amount 
standing to each subscriber’s credit at end of every 
half-year at a rate which shall be fixed by the Oorporation 
having regard to the return which can be obtained on the 
investment of other provident, charitable, religious and 
trust and quasi-trust funds in accordance with the rules, 
schemes or directions made, framed or given by the 
Central Governments in this behalf. Such Interest shall be 
calculated to the nearest palse on the monthly products of 
each subscriber’s account and shall be applied to the 
nccountfl half-yearly as on the 31st March and 30th Sep¬ 
tember. ' 

10. Anual statement of each subscriber's Account 

Every subscriber shall receive from the Administrators 
of the Fund an annual statement showing the amount 
standing to his credit in the Fund. 

11. Borrowtnig from the Fund 

(1) At the discretion of the Corporation a temporary
